Steam-Boats. 

B E it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  a 
Steam-boat  employed  or  intended  to  be 
employed  only  in  a river  or  bay  of  the 
United  States,  swned  wholly  or  in  part 
by  an  alien,  resident  within  the  United 
States,  may  and  shall  be  enrolled  and  li- 
censed, as  if  the  same  belonged  to  a citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  according  to 
and  subject  to  all  the  conditions,  limita- 
tions and  provisions  contained  in  the  act, 
entitled  “ an  act  for  enrolling  and  licen- 
sing ships  or  vessels  lo  be  employed  in 
the  coasting  trade  and  fisheries,  and  for 
regulating  the  same,”  except  that  in  such 
case  no  oath  or  affirmation  shall  he  re- 
quired that  the  said  boat  belongs  to  a citi- 
zen or  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  Steam-boat, 
upon  application  for  enrollment  or  li- 
cense, s',  all  give  bond  to  tin:  collectors  of

Giving  further  time  for  registering  claims  la 
laud  in  the  western  district  t»f  tlie  territory 
of  Orleans 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  Stales 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
every  person  or  persons  claiming  lands 
in  the  western  district  of  the  territory  of 
Orleans,  who  are  actual  settlers  on  the 
land  which  they  claim,  and  whose  claims 
have  not  been  heretofore  filed  with  rho 
Register  of  the  Land  Of  fice,  for  the  said 
district,  shall  be  allowed  until  the  first 
day  of  November  next,  to  deliver  notices 
in  writing,  and  the  written  evidences  of 
their  claims  to  the  Register  of  the  Land 
Office  at  Opelousas  ; and  the  notices  and 
evidences  so  delivered  within  the  time 
limited  by  this  act,  shall  be  recorded  iii 
tlie  same  manner,  and  on  payment  of  the 
same  fees,  as  if  the  same  had  been  deli- 
vered before  the  first  day  of  July,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight;  but 
the  rights  of  such  persons  as  shall  ne- 
glect so  doing  within  the  time  limited  by 
this  act,  shall,  so  far  as  they  are  thrived 
front,  or  founded  on  any  act  of  Congress, 
ever  after  be  barred  and  become  void,  and 
the  evidences  of  their  claims  never  after 
admitted  as  evidence  in  any  court  of  the 
United  States  against  any  grant  derived 
from  tlie  United  Statc3 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  Register  and  Receiver  of  public  mon- 
ies of  tlie  sail’.  Land  Office  at  Opelousas, 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  perform 
the  same  duties  in  relation  to  the  claims 
thus  fiftd  before  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber next,  as  if  notice  ol  the  same  had 
been  given  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight, 
except  that  their  decisions  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  revision  of  Congress.

1 he  extracts  which  we  have  made 
from  the  Corn  ier  and  Morning  Chronicle

totally  withdrawn  from  him.  The  Morn- 
ing Chronicle  of  the  20th  (a  paper  which 
has  been  for  many  years  the  uniform  sup* 
porter  of  Whig  principles,  and,  until  the 
present  moment,  of  the  Prince  Regent) 
says,  that  “ not  one  man  of  the  early

It  has  arrived  to  such  an  excess 
in  the  general  govern  icnt  oftlie  union,  that  1 
fear  all  the  virtues  of  representation,  will  not 
be  able  to  prevent  its  advancing  so  far  as  to  en- 
danger our  constituted  liberties.  The  forms  of 
nobility  are  prohibited  by  the  constitution,  fc 
are  at  war  with  the  venc-ral  sentiment-The  wives 
ol’o  irmost  mpo  t ut  functionaries  associating 
with  those  ot  lords,  ministers,  I. . inibde  aris- 
tocratic notions  The  general  ignorance  in 
which  the  fe  male  mind  is  invelopvd,  renders 
the  triumph  over  their  patriotism  easy,  for  it  is 
not  found<yl  in  principle.  That  orders  exi 
ist  among  the  wbmen  at  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton similar  to  those  in  monarchial  governments 
I am  creditably  informed.  The  wife  of  the 
president  takes  precedence,  a French  princess 
is  next,  and  the  wives  of  the  secretaries  8tc. 
follow  in  gradation.  Nor  is  all  this  mere  mat- 
ter of  form.  Any  person  Wishing  an  offire,  if 
he  will  become  intimate  with  those  ladies  of 
state,  and  give  them  flattery,  is  sure  of  his  ob- 
ject. Swarms  of  parasite  office-hunters  very 
year  resort  to  the  city  and  crowd  tlie  trains  of 
the  noblesse,  and  creep  into  the  stations  that 
ought  to  be  given  to  merit.  The  distractions 
that  vain  and  designing  women  have  created  in 
other  governments  will  be  seen  in  ours,  if  the 
eves  of  the  Americans  are  not  opened  to  a sense 
of  their  true  interests.  There  ought  to  be  no 
juggling  in  our  government  ; but  until  thc  wo- 
men  are  cast  from  power,  parasite  monkies 
will  feed  on  the  bounty  oftlie  nation,  and  her 
offices  he  abused. 

To  these  few  observations  and  facts  thc  pub- 
lic arc  welcome  The  irregularities  of  the  fe- 
males must  have  a remedy,  or  they  vv  ill destrov 
onr  freedom.  When  flattery  exercised  on  the 
wife  of  a functional  of  "■overnment  can  bring 
the  husband  to  the  views  of  the  parasite,  we 
may  say  with  the  poet  “ there  is  something 
rotten  in  Denmark.” 

More  facts  might  be  adduced:  tlie  evil  re- 
sults of  such  proceedings  might  he  now  min- 
utely investigated,  but  let  the  citizen  whose 
rights  are  insulted  and  whose  liberties  are  en- 
dangered, enquire  for  himself.
